ROOSEVELT OFTEN 
CARRIED A PISTOL 


Friends Recall His Insistence 
That He Could Care for 
Himself. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—News that 
Col. Roosévelt had been shot brought 
vividiy to the minds of his friends here 
that they had often expressed the fear 
when he was in the White House that 
he would meet with some such attack. 
They recalled, however, that he always 


insisted that he could look out for 
himself and often resented the secret 
guards following too closely on his foot- 
steps. 

Roosevelt, when he was President, al- 
ways carried a loaded revolver in his 
hip pocket and on several occasions 
when he was speaking, the wind blew 
aside the tail of his coat, showing his 
audience the glint of the revolver handle, 

His custom of carrying a revolver 
got him into one or two embarrassing 
predicaments. At St. Paul he took an- 
other man’s overcoat by mistake and the 
fellow who got the Colonel’s got.a fine 
big 44-caliber revolver in the pocket. 
Again he took off his overcoat in church 
in Washington. one day and left his re- 
volver lying in the seat. 

When he went to call on Elihu Root 
as the latter was retiring from the 
Cabinet, the wind blew his coat- tail 
and showed the barrel of his pistol 
sticking from his hip poeket. The incj- 
dent greatly tickled a troop of cavalry- 
men who were drawn up near Root’s 
house. 

Roosevelt's friends here assert that 
the possibility of his being assassinated 
has for séveral years been a source 
of much fear to Mrs. Roosevelt. She 
earnestly urged him not to aspire again 
to sit in the White House. Her oppo- 
sition to Col. Roosevelt’s ambition for 
another term was so strong that when 
she had failed in her own efforts, she 
enlisted the aid of several senators, in- 
cluding Henry Cabot Lodge, who was 
Col. Roosevelt’s warm friend. 

While Col. Roosevelt always insisted 
that he could protect himself if he only 
had warning, he was fully alive to ise 
danger to which the Prasident of the 
United States was exposed. He was the 
first President to have an unduly large 
force of secret service guards. 

Roosevelt, on his trips in the present 
campaign, had a few guards occasion- 
ally, but they had been used chiefly as 
a help in getting him through crowds. 
He has insisted since he left the White 
House that he was a private citizen. 
and had nothing to fear from any Amer- 
ican.

B. F. Beazell, chair- 
man of the Speakers’ Bureau in Mis- 
souri, had long distance telephone 
calis from all parts of the State, re- 
questing information as to the prob- 
able outcome of Col. Roosevelt's in- 
juries. 

He answered the inquiries by re- 
Peating the statement made to him 
by O. K. Davis in Chicago, one of Col. 
Roosevelt’s secretaries. Davig said 
that Col. Roosevelt was resting easy 
at the Mercy Hospital, and that there 
was absolutely no cause for alarm. 

Beazell said that the reports were 
far from reassuring, however, and he 
feared C6l. Roosevelt was much more 
seriously injured than indicated in 
the press dispatches and private tele- 


phone communications.

The Progressive workers who rushed 


into headquarters Tuesday to get the 
latest reports appeared to be much de- 
pressed over,the attack made upon their 
champion, but all expressed the con- 
viction that the attempted assassination 
would insure Col. Roosevelt's election. 

“This settles it,’’ said Harry J. Cant- 
well, chairman of the Progressive City 
Committee. “The attempt to kill Col. 
Roosevelt, in the heat of his campaign, 
will turn the tide to him and elect 
him.”’ 

Chairman Beazell of the Speaker’s Bu- 
reau, was at his desk Monday night 
when he heard the news of the attack. 
He telephoned immediately to Milwau- 
kee for confirmation of the report. Col. 
Roosevelt. was then delivering his 
speech, and the fears of the Progres- 
sive leaders that he was dangerously in- 
jured were allayed. 


Fears Rullet Was Poisoned. 
“It is a deplorable state of affair when 


a public man cannot go out and talk 
on the great issues of the campaign 
without jeopardizing his life,” sald 
Beazell. ‘‘I fear that the bullet fised by 
the assassin was poisoned, and that 
complications from the. wound will re- 
sult that may produce alarming condi- 
tions. 

“Tt is hardly likely that an assassin 
would track Roosevelt all over the 
United States waiting for an opportu- 
nity to kill him and then fail to use a 
poisoned bullet. 

“T have always believed that Pres- 
dent McKinley’s death was caused 
by a poisoned bullet. Col. Roosevelt 
should have had the bullet removed 
immediately. I think he took his 
life in his hands by going on with 
his speech. ‘The bullete should have 
been taken out before it had a chance 
to infest the wound. 

“We are keeping in close touch with 
Col. Roosevel’s personal secretaries 
and advisers, and we will.-hear from 
him every hour during the day. There 
is great interest among his support- 
ers as to the probability of his recov- 
ery. 

“While we think that this attack 
on him assures his election in Novem- 
ber, yet we would regard a victory 
won under such conditions as a cost- 
ly one.” 


Jacob Riix to Sneak Here 
The attack upon Col. Roosevelt will

No Unusual Experience for 


Roosevelt to Have Life 
in Danger. 


PERILS HAVE BEEN VARIED 


Former President Threatened 
by Bandits, Cranks and Beasts 
of the Jungle. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The whistle of 
a bullet passing near him is no unusual 
experience in the life of Roosevelt, nor 
danger which might have had a fatal 
ending for him. From the days of his 
renching life in the West, where, as 
cow boy and hunter in risking his life 
herding cattle, in hunting beasts, in 
joining posses to hunt down outlaws, 
through the details of his police com- 
misioner days in New York and his ex- 
perience as soldier in the Spanish War, 
down on through his terms as _ vice- 
president, president, and hunter-at-large 
in Africa, he has been confronted by 
beasts and men who would do him. 

harm. 

In his own books of the West, Roose- 
velt has described some of his danger- 
ous experiences, and contemporary 
newspaper history records the rest. 

He was Police Commissioner in New 
York City in 189. On April 14 some- 
body addressed to him a bomb which 
would explode the moment the wrapper 
of it was torn. A postoffice clerk 
‘Caught this package as it went through 
his hands and sent it to headquarters 
where it was not opened until after 
it had been soaked in water. It was 
then found to contain explosives which 
would have maimed or killed the per- 
son who opened the package. 

Many Threatening Letters. 

The assassination of President McKin- 
ley developed a horde of cranks and 
lunatics, who, for the most part, con- 
tented themselves with writing threat- 
ening letters until the guard about the 
President was reinforced several times 
and the chief executive himself went 
openly armed. 

On Sept. 2, 1902, at Pittsfield, Mass., 
an electric trolley car cufdown a four- 
in-hand in which the President, Gov. 
Crane of Massachusetts, Secretary Cor- 
telyou and the secret. service guard, 
were riding. ‘William Craig, a secret 
service man, was killed, and another 
grievously injured. The President was 
hurled some distance, but received only 
bruises. 

There was a scare in Philadelphia in 
the following November, when a man 
made a dash at the President, who 
was riding with Cortelyou in an open 
carriage. The Secretary and the secret 
service men covered the President and 
the man was captured. He declared he 
only wanted to shake hands. He was 
unarmed, 

A man who said his name was Everett 
H. Leighton got into the executive of- 
fice at Washington Jan. 7, 1902, and, 
Just before the President was to appear 
for his regular reception, mentioned that 
he had a “matter he wanted settled per- 
sonally.”’ 

They got him away and had his san- 
ity tested. He carried nothing more 
deadly than a small pocket knife. 

Impertiied by Lunatic. 

The President went West in May, 1903, 
to hunt mountain lions. The day he was 
to reach Salt Lake City a heavily armed 
lunatic was’ picked up in the street. He 
announced openly that he was going to 
assassinate the President. He was sent 
to an asylum. 

Just before the President was to go to 
Syracuse in September, 1903, a man 
named Miller was arrested on the com- 
plaint of Mrs. Mary Smith of that city. 
he had informed her that he was going 
to assassinate the President, she said: 

Henry W. Weilbrenner, a half-witted 
farmer of Syosset, N. Y., invaded Saga- 
more Hill in September, 1903, at: nigitt. 
He was armed. Secret service men 
caught him within 100 feet of the 
veranda on which the President was sit- 
ting. 

A Swede, who gave his name as Peter 


Pa., was arrested in the White House 
Oct. 5, 19933. He was armed with a re- 
volver, knife and scissors. He had sent 
letters and poems before that time and 
the police were looking for him. He 
fought desperately against capture, and 
injured a secret service man before h?- 
was subdued, 
Five Men in Pilot. 

The arrest of a Pole at Portland, Ore, 
on June 2, 1906, revealed the fact that 
five men had agreed to go to Washine- 
ton and each try separately to kill the 
President. These men were all anar- 
chists, but no arrests were made, as the 
men were reported to have fled across 
the border. 

From time to time in 1908, "O04, "6, ‘9 
and ’07 anarchist plots were reported 
from various centers of the country. 

One such came from Haselton, Pa., 'n 
April, 1907. The year previous a similar 
conspiracy had been reported from Pat 
terson. Usually the plots were found t 
be dreams of the narrators. 

A demented man appeared at Saga- 
more Hill in September, 1907, saying that 
he was going to compel President 
fioosevelt to collect $10,000,000 from John 
Rockerfeller. He hinted something of 
dynamite, but got away. A woman was 
errested in Louisville, Ky., in May, 1908,

His appearance is that of an intelligent 
man and his large, clear eyes, which he 
holds steadily upon his inquisitors, do 
not seem like those of most men who 
are insane. 

The police believe, however, that 
Schrank is afflicted with some mental 
disorder. His stories of dreams and vis- 
ions and the curious letters and clip- 
pings found in his pockets seemed. to 
bear out their theory, 

Whatever his state of mind, it was ap- 
parent to all who saw him that Schrank 
was thoroughly in earnest, that he felt 
that it was a matter of high duty for 
him to kill Roosevelt. 

Schranck had on his person a com- 
plete description of the Colonel's itin- 
erary, which was written on the back 
of a sheet of note paper taken from 
the Bismarck Hotel and Cafe, at Nash- 
ville, Tenn.

last fail. and duly reviewed it

This second cumpany has carried the

It seemed to me that she was not 
quite as perfect a realization of the

At Mass Meeting They Indorse 
Growing Bond Between 
Church and Stage. -

* LONDON, Oct. 15.—Practically all the 
actors in London attended the meeting 
®t His Majesty’s Theater at which ths 
proposed opening of the playhouses on 
Sundays was condemned. -Not a single 
vote was recorded against the resolution 
declaring it to be the opinion of the 
Pprofsssion that opening the theaters on 
Sunday would be bad for the stage, 
church and people. 

Sir Herbert Tree presided at the meet- 
ing and made the principal speech in 
which he rsviewed the growing sympa- 
thy between stage and church and ex- 
pressed the hope that it would continue. 
Opening of the playhouses, he declared, 
would rob the churches of at Isast a 
part of their congregations, which was 
not desirable. . 
The moving pictures, which are open 
on Sundays, were suggested as an argu- 
ment, but Ben Webster replisd that they 
cid not appeal to persons who could af- 
ford to buy theater tickets. He favored 
the opening of picture galleries and the 
recent movement for Sunday afternoon 
concerts. A motion was made that it be 
the sense of the meeting that the actors 
centent themselves with efforts for more 
pay and ignore the Sunday qusstion. 
This motion received two votes and then 
the resolution opposing Sunday theaters 
was carried unanimously. 

Several speakers referred to ths 
change in the English Sunday from a 
day of gloom to a day of simple pleas- 
ures.

Lawyers ané ’ Doctors © of the 
Town Take Places of Absent 
Negroes and Mexicans. 
SHERMAN, Tex., Oct. 15:—Bankers, 
lawyers, doctors and business men of 
this place are going to the flelds every 
day to pick cotton and thus save thé 
crop for the farmers. A few days ago 
100 professional and business men signed 
an agreement to meet every afternoon 
at 4 o'clock and go to the fields. And 
nene of them is failing to. keep the 

agreement. 

Every afternoon the men leave their 
offices and stores, pick up long cotton 
sacks. meet at a street corner, go in 
automobiles into the country and pick 
cotton for two hours. Both the Sher- 
man men and the farmers say they are 
enjoying the experience. Usually the 
farmers pay stiff prices to negroes and 
Mexicans for picking, many paying *0 
cents a hundred pounds, but under the 
present arrangement they not only are 
assured of getting their crop gathered, 
but are saving money they would pay 
laborers. 

The huge cotton crop and unprece- 
dented scarcity of laborers caused the 
Shernian men to make the agreement. 
As a matter of fact, this works to their 
benefit, as the farmers spend their 
money in Sherman.

Gambler Testifies He Was Meés- 
senger Between Rose and Ac- 
cused Police Lieutenant. 





HOW GUN MEN WERE PAID 





Witness at Meeting to Blacken 
Rosenthal’s Character Be- 
fore. Murder.

NEW YORK, Oct. i15.—Dapper little 
Sam Schepps, gambler and under-world 


hanger-on, whom District Attorney 
Whitman’s men seized at Hot Springs, 
Ark., took the witness stand at the 
trial of Police Lieutenant Charles 
Becker today. 

Rose, Vallon anid’ Webber having given 
their coinciding versions of the alleged 
plot to ‘slay Hérman Rosenthal, the 
Prosecutor hoped to find further cor- 
roboration in the story of Schepps. The 
little gambler has deseribed: himself as 
the ‘‘keystone of the arch.’’ 

Schepps gave his residence as Hot 
Springs, Ark. He told of knowing Jack 
Fose and former Lieut. Becker, and of 
carrying messages between the two. He 
said he was at the meeting at Dora Gil- 
Lert’s house when Rosenthal’s former 
wife made the affidavit “‘blackening the 
gambler’s character,’ on the aight be- 
tere the murder. 


Tells of Murder Car. 
Schepps also told of getting into the 


murder car at Fourteenth street, with 
Rose and Harry Vallon, of picking up 
“Dago Frank’ and their driving to 
Webber’s poker. rooms. Sam Paul. 
“Whitey”? Lewis,” “Lefty Louie’ and 
“Gyp the Blood” were waiting on the 
street, and all -went up into the poker 
rooms, Schepps said, and sat down 11! 
a table. 

“Bridgie Webber,’’ he continued, .went 
out and returned with the message that 
Rosenthal was at the Metropole. 

“What happened’ then?” asked As- 
sistant District Attorney Moss. 

“Lefty, Gyp, Whitey Lewis and: Dago 
Frank went out.’’ 

Schepps said he went out later. He 
said that about L220 o’clock that morna- 
ing, balf an hour before the murder 
he saw Lieut; Becker driving.in in 


‘automobile on Forty-second street. Af: 


er the murder he met Harry Valin 
at the Elks Club. Thence he wenf 
his apartments on Fourteenth street. 
and then to the apartment of the gun 
men. | 

“Did they say anything to you?’ 
“They asked me if there was anv 
message from Jack Rose. I told thers 
there was some money coming tv 
them.”’

Payment of Gun Men. 
Schepps then described the payment 


of the gun men the day of the murder 
Webber giving the money to Rose, who 
handed it to ‘‘Lefty Louie.” 

Schepps said he then went with Rose 
to the home of Harry Pollock and stay- 
ed with him there until 10:30 that night. 
The next morning, Schepps said, he 
returned to Pollock's house, remained 
there all day and at the request of 
Rose, went to Lieut. Becker’s house in 
the evening. 

*T said to Becker,” Schepps continued, 
“Rose told me to tell you that he is 
sick and feels terrible and wants me 
to find oyt what you were going to 
do. | 

Meet'ng in the Dark. 

‘Becker said: ‘Tel! him not to worry: 
everything is all right. They've got 
to prove who killed Herman Rosénthal 
before they convict any one. 

“I took a cigarette out and lghted 
a match. Becker said, ‘Don’t light that 
match here. There’s some one watch- 
ing across the street and they might 
see you.’ ”’ 

‘Was the apartment light or dark?’ 

*‘Dark.”’ 

The witness said that previous to the 
niurder, Jack Rose had sent him to see 
‘Daco Frank,” “Gyp the Blood,” “et- 
tv”. Louis and “Whitey” Lewis, and to 
tell them to “be sure and not come 
downtown with any gues on you. You 
might be framed up. And be sure not 
to have any guns around the house.”’

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| IMPRACTICAL HOME RULE. 

We assume that our Socialist friends of the 
* Centra] Trades and Labor Union are serious in 
urging a home rule measure providing for elec- 
tive tripartisan police and election boards, with 
one professional, one business and one laboring 
man on each, 

Let us reason together. 

. How would it be possible to elect qa tripartisan 
board and leave any freedom of choice to the 
voters? 

Under the law the three candidates of the three 
leading parties would be elected. There would 
be practically no competition between the candi- 
ates of the three leading parties in the general 
election. 

Instead of running against each other all three 
would be elected. If the terms were unequal then 
the candidate of the leading party, not having a 
representative on the board; would by force of 
law be seated, regardless of the returns. 

The candidate selected by teach of the leading 
parties would be seated by law. He would he 
elected; therefore, by the party, either through 
primaries or conventions, or he would be named 
for the ticket by the City Central Committee, 
as in the case of the bipartisan School Board. 

The voters as a whole, by the plan, instead of 
_ being given a voice in the selection of Police and 
Election Commissioners, would be deprived of. all 
power of selection. 

But a further restriction is urged by the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union upon the three lead- 
ing parties in their choice of candidates for the 
boards. One must select a professional man, an- 
other a business man and the third a laboring 
man. 

How would this selection be made? Who would

There is a prosperous little city (Muscatine, 
Io.),, with a bridge I think fully as long as Eads 
bridge, not a railroad bridge, built many years 
ago at a cost of $200,000 by these enterprising 
people, only a city of 10,000 then, now 20,000, and 
no big cities on the opposite bank. The toll is 
2% cents for footmen, 15 and 20 cents for one 
and two horse wagons and has repaid almost the 
entire investment.

X. at Home: What 
He Eats and Drinks; 
His Jokes and His

HE sun has not 
Yet. peeped over 
ine tops of the 
Alban hills when 
the white old 
man is already 
up.

A bugle sounds the reveille of the 
Swiss Guards, the bronze gates swing 
ajar; the first tramecars go clanging 
through the Via di Porta Angelica, 
Rome shakes off its sleep; the bustle of 
ctty life begins, the sun splashes its 
rosy rays upon the window panes of 
the Loggle and over all the pile of 
MicheJangelo, as if to salute the even 
splendor of those masterpieces of’ art. 

Pius X ie praying. 

During his fllness of last year by the 
advice of his doctors, a spacious apart- 
ment’ on the second floor of the palace 
was fitted up as a bedroom for him, it: 
being evident that the room on the third 
floor which he had. been occupying was 
‘oo close during the summer. He need- 
ed *o breathe more freely; his cure was 
perhaps, due to the change. But as 


not like very large rooms, had his old 
apartment on tthe third floor remodeled. 
The bedroom, which had really. been 
too narrow, was made a little wider, and 
he returned there very gladiv as soon 
as possible. Up there on his ordinary 
cot, »eside which stands a little table 
with a few objects on it the Pope sleeps. 

Pi'.s X’s bedroom is that which has 
th> last window to the right on the 
third floor; it has also two windows on 
the southeast side of the palace. 

In an adjacent room, communicating 
with the Pope’s by a door that is left 
open at night, sleeps one of the pri- 
vate chaplains, Mgr. Bressan, a Vene- 
tian. 

Why does Pius X want his chaplain 
so near, even at night? It is said that 
he has presentiments and haunting 
fears. He is afraid, among other things, 
of dying suddenly: and, sincere believer 
that’ he is, he desires that the priest 
who will commend his soul to God be 
near at hand in any emergency. To 
one who asked him about this he said: 

“Saria curioso che fra tanti car- 
dinali e momsignori e prelati che 
ghe wre in Vaticano, el Papa dovesse 
morir.sensa un prete da vissin!” 

(‘It would be strange if, among ali 
the Cardinals and Monsignori and pre- 
lates in the Vatican, the Pope should 
die without a priest at his side!’’) 

This exclamation alone reveals to 1s 
all the well-learned piety, not without 
good-natured humor, that the good Bepi 
feels and professes. 


THE BEGINNING OF 
THE POPE’S DAY. 


N the southeast side another room 
near the bed-chamber is fitted up 
as a place of study and prayer. 

As soon as he has risen, the Pope 
performs the duty that is most chara”- 
teristic of the priest, that which as pas- 
tor and as Bishop was for so manv 
years his dearest custom; he goes tw 
celebrate mass in a little private chape! 
adjoining Mgr. Bressan’s room. His

Then he repairs to the diming roo 
(the fourth window on the third floor 
counting from the right) and takes a 
cup of coffee and milk. 

At 7 precisely he descends in the ele- 
vator to the second. floor, where he 
amuses himself in the spacious wet!- 
lighted study with its three windows 
facing the piazza (the fifth, sixth and 
seventh, still counting from the right). 
In the winter the morning descent of 
the Pope from the third to the second 
floor is announced to the prelates in the 
Vatican automatically and_ infallibly. 
They have noticed that when the Pope's 
elevator starts the electric lights in the 
other apartments are dimmed for an in- 
stant. . 

The Secretary of State, Cardinal 
Merry del Val, is rece}ved at 9 for the 
transaction of the business that pertains 
to his high office. This call, naturally, 
has no fixed, limits; it may last 10 min. 
utes or two hours. But at ordinary 
times when there are no great problems 
to be solved, the Pope can by 10 or 
10.30 at the latest receive the other Car- 
dinals, who take precedence over lesser 
personages in visits and audiences. 

Unless the Pope be indisposed, every 
morning after the Cardinals the Bishops 
then begin the audiences 
asked by laymen. Last of all are held 
the so-called general audiences, which 
take place either in the same pontif. 
cal apartment or fn the rooms adjoin- 
ing the Pope’s study, At these vis- 
itors flock to receive the papal bene- 
diction. Pilgrimages and national par- 
ties of Catholics are received in the 
Hall of the Consistory. When Pius X 
hears the noon gun on

ter’s, even if in the middle of a recep- 
tion, he pauses and at once recites tre 
Angelus Domini in company with those

HIS MENU AND 
HIS WINES. 

MENU specially designed for his 

age and infirmities is served to 
Pius X. It is not true, as has been 
reported, that he has a big appetite 
and needs much food and drink. Gener 
ally he eats a soup, preferably o5f 
chicken broth with rice, a little boiled 
fowl or a veal cutlet; some fish or som« 
other dish of ‘‘white meat”’ with cooked 
vegetables and fruit. He drinks mineral 
water and a glass of very old Bor- 
deaux. On account of his gout he has 
been. obliged to give up the ruby-tinted 
Valpolicella, which he liked to sip when 
Bishop of Mantua, If Popes be known 
by the wines they drink, it is well w 
recall that Leo XIII, exquisite ar.i 
aristocratic, drank nothing but cham. 
gne. After luncheon, Pius X takes 
a cup of coffee. 

Mgr. Bressan and Pescini have a less 
frugal repast. So it sometimes happens 
ihat the Pope, eyeing a dainty dish the 
two monsignori are enjoying, leans for. 


}eager child, and finally, taking courage, 
puts his fork into the plate of one of 
the two chaplains, saying humorously:

By 2 o'clock the luncheon is usually 
over.

N summer and* autumn afternoons

few turns along the paths, says a word 
or two to the persons in his suite, to 
the gardeners or to whomever he meets. 

At 9 sharp the customary dimming of 
the electric lights. is noted, the Pape 
is going up in the elevator “to us 
rooms. He says the rosary with his 
companions and then sups. The even- 
ing meal is. very frugal: A *‘mines- 
tra'’—generally broth—two eggs, some 
cooked vegetables, preserves. soon af- 
terward he retires.
